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Mitch Henriquez dead 


after brutally 
by The Hague 


THE Public Prosecutor m The 
Hague launched an investi¬ 
gation of the detention and 
subsequent becoming unwell 


and dead of a 42 year old well- 
known man from Aruba who 
was visiting relatives in the 
Netherlands, Mitch Henriquez 


lives in Eoroncana Noord. He is 
the father of three children who 
live in Holland. 

Early Sunday morning, families 
in Aruba were notified of this 
serious incident where Mitch 
Henriquez lost his Life after be- 
mg arrested m Zuiderpark in 
The Hague after the UB4Q and 
Duran Duran concert. 

Saturday June 27 around 21:45. 
Mitch was with his friends and 


he apparently made a joke, but 
the police did not understand 
what was happening and ac¬ 
cording to eyewitnesses, more 
than 10 policemen jumped on 
hun He resisted the arrest and 
the police therefore u sed force 
against him. Before they put 
him into the van, he already 
seemed to be unconscious ac¬ 
cording to some videos posted 
on face book. The police claimed 
that he got unwell during rhe 
route to the police station and

they began CPE on him, He was 
token in a very critical condi¬ 
tion to the hospital where the 
doctors notified the family that 
Mitch was m a coma and that 
nothing could be done to save 
his life, Mitch was clinically 
dead due to the severe injuries 
in his head. 

Much Henriquez is known to be 
a very plly person His dead is 
being investigated by the Public 
Prosecutor in The Hague,

Havana, Puerto Ordaz and San 
Juan are new destinations for 
the In sei Air Group, InselAir 
plans to also serve Havana from 
Aruba starting 15-Aug- 2015, 
Manaus is alr eady served from 
Aruba while Medellin, Santo 
Domingo and Saint Maarten are 
already served from Curacao.

THE Department of Education has in¬ 
troduced some changes related to the 
Aru ba S tud en f Loan for the academic 
year 2015-2016 The Aruba Student 
Loan now consists of two parts: 
Beginners Package this is to accom¬ 
modate the initial costs 

Teim/Semester payments thus to cov¬ 
er ail academic costs throughout the 
peiiod that the individual is studying 
New applicants (without previous 
loans) a spuing a MBO education at 
the EPI (Aruba) or a Bachelor level 
education may apply for both Loans or 
may opt for ju st one of the two. 

Students that already have a loan but 
wish to continue their education at a 
MBO level or pursue their education 
ui a country other than the one they 
are presently studying in may apply 
only for one of the two. The Term/ Se¬ 
me ster payment Loan will be granted 
only for the balance of the sum total of 
the initial loan. Evaluations for these 
petitions will be between July 13 and 
17 and the student will be notified by 
e-mail concerning the decision.

On June 24th and 25th, the Cft 
held meetings with the Gov¬ 
ernor, the Prime Munster, the 
minister of Finance. the Council 
of Ministers and the Financial 
Committee of Parliament The 
main topics of discussion were 
settlement of the payment 
arrears, the compensation of 
the accumulated deficits in 
2010-2014 r the income ceikng 
for 2015, as weiI as the need 
to reform the public pension 
scheme and healthcare system, 

2015BUDGET 

The 2015 budget was provision¬ 
ally approved by the end 
of March. 2015 after sub¬ 
stantial delays. At the 
same time the Cft re¬ 
quested the King¬ 
dom Council 
to approve a 
muitiannuai 
compensa- 
t i o n 
of the 
defi¬ 


nite account. 

Actual revenue data up to April 
suggest that an income level of 
ANG 445 millio n may be just 
feasible At the same tune, the 
Cft notes that seasonal revenue 
patterns suggest that shortfalls 
may occur later in the year, 
Consequently, it has asked the 
government to stand ready to 
take remedial action if needed, 

PAYMENT ARREARS 

The government of Saint 
Maaiten also accepted to come 
up with a final settlement ot 
the payment arrears to SZVand 
APS by the end of May The Cft 
suggested using a combina¬ 
tion of selling government 
property, using the 
proceeds of 
the 'veref- 
fenmg’ and 


budgetary amendments. It was 
clarified that payment arrears 
cannot be settled by raking 
up long-term Loans, since this 
would undermine any budget¬ 
ary discipline, apart from the 
fact that the Kingdom law dees 
not allow such loans. Likewise 
the Cft requested the govern¬ 
ment to focus on the complete¬ 
ness of the budget, with regard 
to pension and healthcare relat¬ 
ed expenses, m order to avoid 
u nfore seen new demand s on 
the budget. Progress has been 
made in agreeing on the exact 
magnitude of the arrears to be 
settled, bu t the financ iai mean s 
to settle the arrear s have not yet 
been properly identified by the 
government, The Cft regrets 
that this long-standing issue 
- which is of paramount im¬ 
portance for the viability of the 
social secuiity for the people of 
Saint Maaiten - has nor been 
resolved. The Cft will have to 
inform the Kingdom Council of 
Ministers by early July and will 
possibly advise to give 
Saint Maarten 
a targeted in- 
s[ruction to 
address 


the specific issues outstanding, 


PENSION AND HEALTH¬ 
CARE REFORMS NEEDED 

An analysis of the payment ar¬ 
rears with SZV and APS shows 
that both the healthcare and 
pension system need urgent 
reforms to attain financially vi¬ 
able funds far the near future. 
Although several plans have 
been proposed by the council 
of ministers to restructure both 
systems the attendant Legisla¬ 
tion still needs to be adopted 
by Parliament The government 
plan to increase the pension age 
needs to be implemented, and 
the final-pay pension scheme 
needs to be substituted by an 
average-pay scheme, as is best 
practice elsewhere, Premiums 
are already at a high level and 
further increases would be 
needed to make the current 
pension scheme sustainable, 
which is clearly unrealistic 
and would undermine Saint 
Maarten's competitive posi¬ 
tion by adding to labor 
costs. Healthcare ex¬ 
penses have been 
increasing rapidly, 
c a u sing 


the SZV funds to dwindle its 
reserves to cover the deficits, 
Cost cutting measures such 
as excluding over the counter 
medicines, applying a 10% 
deductable and increasing the 
salary threshold are just a few 
examples that were included in 
the 2015 budget, but have not 
been exec u ted. The Cft ad vise s 
the government to take swift 
action to restructure the pen¬ 
sion and healthcare system to 
enable them to attain long term 
financial su stainability. 

Medium-term strategy The 
Cft supports the government's 
plans to structurally strengthen 
the Saint Maaiten economy and 
lay the foundations for sustain¬ 
able public finances. The gov¬ 
ernment's Strategy far Growth 
program can help to strengthen 
the tax base and so provide the 
necessary financial means to 
provide an adequate Level of 
public services, Improved fi¬ 
nancial management, strength¬ 
ening of the tax author¬ 
ity and improving 
tax compliance 
should underpin 
this strategy. 
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Taiwan's Ministry of Health and Welfare put out a call

fatalities had been 
reported, and the to¬ 
tal num ber of in jurie s 
had dropped to 498, 
according ro China's 
TaipeL-based Central 
News Agency, which 
cited New Taipei's 
Public Health Depart¬ 
ment The depart¬ 
ment said some of the 
injured were inadver¬ 
tently counted twice in its previous tally of 524. 

Forty-three hospitals are treating casualties, CNA re¬ 
ported , and 202of the victim s are in eridealcondition, 
Most of the victims 485 of them, areTaiwanese, but 13 
foreigners were also in jured. CNA said, Tiie majority of 
injured foreigners are female, They include residents 
of Hong Kong, mainland China, Japan. Singapore and 
Malaysia.Though the NewTaipeigovernment said the 
nationalities of three of the victims had not vet been 
confirmed. it was reported earlier that a "European or 
American man was among the wounded. 

Of the injured, 182 are hospitalized in intensive care 
u nil s, New Taipei pu blic health officials said. More than 
60 have been discharged after treatment 
Liu Yeuh-Pmg of Taipei’s Department of Health said 
that there while there was ample room for pa-tienfs 
in intensive care units, there are not enough spaces 
in the specialized bum units, so health authori-ties are 
trying to move patients in need of intensive 


bum care 

A MASSIVE FIREBALL 

Firefighters said the firestorm erupted around 8 30 

p m. Saturday (©: 30 
a,m, ET), when a flam¬ 
mable powder sub¬ 
stance blew up over a 
stage at Formosa Fun 
Coast, according to a 
CNA report. 

Video showed a mas¬ 
sive fireball suddenly 
engulfing the stage, 
followed by screaming 
people running for their 
lives through flames. 
'The lire came too fast 
and nobody was able to run, "said witness Huang Guan 
Z hang ,19 ' Everybody wa s burned. . No bod y cou Id 
save others and people suffered severe burns." Some 
people used large, milated inner tubes as stretchers to 
carry out the injured, 

CNA reported. 

After visiting with hos¬ 
pitalized victims Tai¬ 
wan 's Premier Mao Chi- 
Kuo announced a ban 
on color powder events 
while the incident is 
being investigated, ac¬ 
cord mg to CNA In a 
video distributed by the 
government, he said 
the ban would be in 
place until color powder can be proved safe 
President Ma Ymg- Jeou also met with people injured 


in the tire, He said the Taiwanese government would, 
help the victims and promised a full investigation, 
Two people being questioned 

Five people have been questioned in connection with 
the blast, according to Til YiTe, secretary in chief of 
the Luzhou District police department He said two 
of them are considered to be suspects - rhe organizer 
of the paity and the person m charge of lighting and 
hardware They were brought to the prosecutor for 
further questioning, Tu said, and CNA reported the 
Taipei Shilin District Prosecutors Office released the 
two on bail and barred them from leaving the country. 
Organizer Lu Chung-chi's bail was about $32,000, 
while the hardware engineer's was almost $9,700, 
CNA said, 

Mayor Eric Chu called it the "worst incident of mass 
injury (ever) in New Taipei, "Taiwan's most populous 
city, Formosa Fun Coast said the fiery explosion oc¬ 
curred during a "Color Play Asia" party put on by a 
separate company that leased out space at the par k. 

' 'We ore very regretful (for) tins accident that cau sed in¬ 
juries to many vie tuns, 11 Formo sa 
Fun Coast said in a statement 
'The most urgent matter current¬ 
ly for us is to handle and assist 
with... victims on the scene and 
work comprehensively with the 
New Taipei Fke Department," 
The organizer of "Color Play 
Asia apologized and promised 
to take full responsibility, CNA 
reported, 

"We need to apologize to the 
families. Iam very sorry that 
something like this happened," Lu told CNA, "We 
shoulder ultimate responsibility " 
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French authorities have 
identified the man whose 
decapitated head was found 
after an attack on a factory 
near Lyon. 

Herve Coniora was m charge 
of the transportation company 
that employed Yassin Salhi, die 
alleged attacker, according to 
French TV channel BFMTV. A 
memorial for Corn ora, 54, 
wa s held Saturday in his home- 
t o wn, F on tain e s- sur- S a on e, 
about seven miles [113 kilome¬ 
ters) north of Lyon, Residents 
of his neighborhood gathered 
to listen ro the town's mayor 
eulogize Corn ora, who was a 
personal friend. 

Mayor Thierry Pouzoi said 
Cornora was deepiy connected 
to his community and tried to 
help his neighbors. He "took 
care of others," Pouzoi said 
during the emotionai tribute 
that was broadcast on French 
TV. 'Today, we are all with 
Herve,"he said, and asked die 
people gathered to "maintain 
reserve and dignity to honor 
(Cornora 1 s) memory" 

The group also held a minute 
of silence. 

ATTACK OCCURRED AT 
U.S.-OWNED COMPANY 

Corn ora's severed head was 
found hanging from a fence, 
along with two banners that 
purportedly bear Islamic writ- 
mg, outside the same factory 
where a large explosion oc¬ 
curred Friday. Police found his 
body hi the su spect s van, 

The attack rook place at a 
ITS.-owned factory in Samt- 
Quentin-Fallavier, about IS 
miles (30 km) outside of Lyon. 
The company. All Products & 
Chemicals, supplies gases for 
industrial use 

It began when a delivery van al¬ 
legedly driven by Salhi entered 
the facility Friday morning, 
according to Paris Prosecutor 
Francois Molins whose office 
handles anti-terrorism cases 
throughout France. 

The vehicle was allowed 
through the gates because the 
van had been used to make 


previous deliveries and Salhi 
was recognized as an employee 
of the transport company. 
About seven minutes later, 
Saihi's van appears on security 
cameras accelerating toward a 
warehouse containing canis¬ 
ters of gas, acetone and liquid 
air, Molins said, After another 
minute, there was an explosion 
so loud residents two miles 
away could hear it The blast 
damaged the warehouse and 
destroyed the roof and back of 
the vehicle. 

When firefighters arrived about 
five minute s after the explosion, 
they say they found Salhi trying 
to open c anisters of ac etone, He 


was then taken mto custody, 
according to Molins, While 
examining the damage to the 
warehouse, officials found Cor¬ 
nora's head tied to the factory's 
fence, along with the flags, Ma¬ 
lm s said that the Islamic profes¬ 
sion of faith was written on the 
fabric, but the French Interior 
Minister, Bernard Cazeneuve, 
said the writing had not been 
translated, 

SUSPECT HAD BEEN ON 
TERRORIST WATCH LIST 

Authorities say Sdiln has been 
married for 10 years and has 
three children. He was put on 
the French terrorist watch list 


in 2006. [H]e continued to 
attract the attention of the in¬ 
telligence services, particularly 
with regard to the Lyon region, " 
Molins said. Cazeneuve said the 
suspect was in touch with Mus¬ 
lim fundamentalist Salufists. 
Investigators are still trying to 
piece together details of the at¬ 
tack. but Saihi's wire and sister 
were taken mto custody, along 
with another person, accord¬ 
ing to Molins. They are being 
investigated for involvement in 
a terrorist conspiracy. 

French media rs widely report¬ 
ing that Salhi posed for a selr'ie 
with Cornora's severed head, 
citing sources close to the case 


We have not been able to mde- 
pendently confirm that such an 
image exists. 

U.S Secretary of Stare John 
Kerry expressed his condo¬ 
lences for the attack to Foreign 
Minister Laurent Fa bins, The 
two met Saturday in Vienna 
ahead of talks on Iran’s nuclear 
program. 

Air Products & Chemicals 
says it is working closely with 
French authorities and diat it 
has stepped up security at other 
locations around the world. 
French authorities have raised 
the security level to maxim um 
across the Rhone-Alpes region 
according to BFMTV. 
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ISTANBUL —Although the gay piide parade has 
happened in peace for at least 13 years in Istanbul, on 
Sunday the parade was interrupted by police who 
fired pepper spray and plastic pellets at thousands 
when they showed up to march. Marchers said they 
were told that the celebration nearTaksmi Square 
could nor happen this year becau se it's the holy month 
of Ramadan. The idea that the event somehow 
conflicts with Ramadan is odd, because in at least 
one previous year, the event took place at the

Shark bite on swimmer is latest 
in series of such attacks along Carolinas coast

have swimmers proceeding with caution as they head 
to coastal beaches in North and South Carolina In the 
late st me iden t, a beach outing in North Carohna 


rook a harrowing turn Saturday afternoon when a 
17-year-old boy was attacked by a shark, 

The teenager was swimming with several other people 
near Waves,North Carolina, when the shark attacked, 
The teen received various injuries to his right calf, 
buttocks and both hand s, according to a news release 
posted to the EaceBook page of the Gape Hatteras 
National Seashore. No other swimmers were injured. 
Ocean Rescue Squad paramedics and National Park 
Service Rangers rushed to the scene in re spouse to a 
911 call about an injured person on the beach, The 
teen was treated at the scene and then trail spotted by 
lifeflight to Norfolk, Virginia , for further care. 

A 47-year-old man was injured in a separate shark 
attack in the same area Friday morning. The National 
Park Service says that attack took place about a mile 
north of a fishing pier m Avon, North Carolina, The 


victim had been swimming with others when the attack 
happened. He was bitten on lus light leg and lower 
back, Hatteras Island Rescue Squad paramedics and 
National Park Service Rangers treated him at the scene 
before he was transported by ambulance and aurlighr 
to Norfolk as well No other swimmers were injured 
in that incident. 

In South Carolina, a shark attack also took place Friday 
morning at Hunting Island Stare Park, according to the 
Lady's Island St Helena Pire District. The male victim 
was taken to Beaufort Memo nal Ho spiral for treatment 
No further information was available about the victim 
or the extent of his injuries. 

At least two other children have been attacked by 
sharks along North Carolina's coast in the past two 
weeks. A 13-year-old girl and a 16-year-old boy both 
lost an arm in attacks about 90 minutes apart ar Oak 
Island, North Carolina on June 14.

IN BELGIUM KILLS ONE 

UK students all survive 


A bus carrying 34 British schoolchildren between 
the ages or' 10 and 12 crashed into a bridge in 
Belgium on Sunday morning, the school said. One 
person was killed, authorities said, but ail rhe students 
survived, according to the school. 

Several students were taken to local hospitals, Brent¬ 
wood School in the UK said in a statement One student 
is in intensive care, being treated for a head injury, 
according to the school statement. 

The Lone fatality was either the bus driver or someone 
who was sitting next to him, according to the mayor of 
Mddeikerke a city on die north con st of Belgium „ a bout 
50 kilometers f 30 miles) northwe st of Dunkirk, France 
The school said in a statement that the man killed was 
the driver In addition according to a statement from 
the mayor's office one adult and two children were 
seriously injured, And 15 people had minor injuries, 
the statement said, 

The accident happened on a highway, and there were 
42 people aboard the bus, all from Britain the mayor 
said, That included 34 children, seven supervisors 
and the driver, according to the statement from the 
mayor's office. 

The bus was on the way to Cologne, Germany, the 
school said. and the students were on a language trip. 
"We have been informed that the driver was killed in the 
collision and his assistant has been severely injured , 
Brentwood School said in a statement 'Our thoughts 
are clearly with his family and all the families of the 
pupils and teachers involved " 






Coast Guard: Search suspended 
for missing Olympic senior 

A three-day search for a missing Olympic sailor has ended without success The Coast Guard says it 
suspended the search for Trevor Moore, in Biscayne Bay, Florida, Saturday evening at sunset. 

"Our thoughts and prayers go our to the Loved ones affectedsaid Coast Guard spokesman Capt. Michael Long 
"Despite the tireless search efforts by multiple agencies and good Samaritans, we were unable cofind Mr, Moore," 
The search for Moore began Thursday by boat and helicopter, alter security personnel at Dinner Key Marina, 
Miami, found his unmanned, 16-foot boat after it had drifted mto the marina shortly before 6 p.m. The engine 
was still running and Moore's personal belongmgs were onboard. 

The Coast Guard and partner agencies covered more than 510 square nautical miles and completed more than 
29 search patterns before suspending the search, according to Coast Guard officials, 

Moore was a member of the 2012 U. S. Olympic sailing team. He finished 15th in the 49er class event -- a two- 
person team race in a high-performance dinghy similar to a small sailboat, 

Moore graduated from New York's Hobart and W ill ta in Smith Colleges in 2007, according to his Team USA profile 
Moore has split his tune living in North Pomfret. Vermont, and Naples, Florida, the site said. 
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ONE DEAD, EIGHT HOSPITALIZED 

AFTER BOAT IS SWEPT 
OVER MARYLAND DAM 





One person was dead and eight others hospitalized after their' boar was swept 
over a dam near the town of Mew Market, Maryland. 

Rescue personnel were dispatched Saturday evening, after receiving reports that 
nine people were in rhe water near the dam on Lake Linganore, according to Capt. 
Kevin Fox of Frederick Comity Fire Rescue, Nearby residents said they could hear 
screams coming from the area. 

When fu st responders arrived. they could see people clinging to the dam 

"Multiple people were found in the water," 

Lt. Jason Null, of the Frederick County Sheriff's Office, told TV station WHAG. 


"Some were found clinging to rocks, 
some were rescued by the helicopter 

One person drowned. Three people were hoisted out of the water by a Mar viand 
State Police helicopter, authorities said, Four more were plucked from a ledge by 
a fixe-rescue boat, And one was pulled out by a swift-water rescue team. 

Eight people were taken to a local hospital, but no information was available on 
then" conditions. 

Officials suspect that heavy rains caused water to flow rapidly over the dam, push¬ 
ing the beat over. 

The Maryland Dept of Natural Resources is investigating the accident.

The real estate mogul revisited ins socially conservative views on abortion and 
marriage with awareness that they are difficult formally to understand given Ins 
personal history, 

"I'm (for) traditional marriage," 

lie said. 

When asked how Trump reconciles the notion of "traditional marriage" with Ins 
personal history of being married three times and divorced twice. Trump conceded 
the point. 


"I have a good wife now," Trump said "My (first) two wives were very good. And 
I don't blame them, but I was working ,. 22 hours a day," 

Trump, whom his presidential announcement said he'd be the "best pbs president 
rhat God ever createdemphasized the need to get more Americans back to work 
J 'You have to bring in jobs, you liave to rake the jobs back from China, you have to 
rake the jobs back from Mexico,' he said. 

But he argued that producing his own brand's clothing in China doesn't make him 
hypocritical on outsourcing 

"The y've manipulated their currency to 
such a point that It's impossible for our 
companies to compete w ith th em/'

At Apple's Worldwide Developers Conference m San Francisco 
earlier this month, Tim Cook said he wanted iOS 9 to be the most 
quickly adopted iPhone operating system ever. To make that hap¬ 
pen. he pledged to make the update process as simple and pamless 
as possible, 

IOS 8 required a stunning 4.6 GB of tree space to install, forcing 
millions of iPhone owners co frantically delete precious photos 
videos and apps m order to get the latest software on their gadgets, 

By contrast. iOS 9 will require just 1.3 GB of free space when 
upgrading, 

But if your iPhone or iPad storage is stuffed to the gills, you'LL no 
longer need to panic Apple will cake care of deleting and reinstall¬ 
ing your apps for you, 

IOS 9 is sec to be released this fail. Software developers can cur¬ 
rently test out the operating system in preview mode, and the 
public will be able to preview iOS 9 next month. 


SpaceX 

rocket 

explodes 

after 

launch 


An unmanned rocket by Elon Musk's 
SpaceX on a resupply mission to the 
International Space Station exploded 
Sunday just minutes after launch 

SpaceX said that an '"anomaly" had caused 
the spaceship, named Dragon, to tail and 
was investigating NASA is set to hold a 
press conference later Sunday. 

"It is not clear what happened,' NASA said 
initially 'The vehicle has broken up.' 

SpaceX - winch is headed by Musk - has 
made seven trip s to the 1SS und er a c ontrac t 
the company has with NASA. Ic is the first 
company to complete a return trip to the 
space station, a feat previously achieved 
by only governments 

The failed cargo flight was carrying more 
than 2 tons of supplies, including 1,500 
pou nds of food and provisions for the crew 
aboard the space station. 

In a statement, NASA Administrator 
Charles Bolden said the failure of the re¬ 
supply mission will not affect the safety of 
the astronauts on board. Current supplies 
should last for several months and resupply 
flights by other operators are scheduled: in 
coming months. 

Three space station astronauts, two Rus¬ 
sians and NASA's Scott Kelly, were awaiting 
the arrival of SpaceX's shipment, which was 
meant to arrive on Tuesday, 

In a tweet from space, Kelly, who ls the 
brother- m- law of former Arizona Congress- 
woman GabneLLe Giffords, said he watched 
the launch. "Space is hard. 11 he wrote 

SpaceX's mission is the latest failed attempt 
to resupply die International Space Station, 
a laboratory that has been orbiting earth 
since 1998 and operated pintiy by Russia 
and the U S, 


Dragon was also meant to bring nearly 
1,400 pounds of supplies in its return trip. 
The spaceship was scheduled to land in the 
Pacific Ocean off the coast of Ba p., Califor¬ 
nia, in about five weeks. 

In late April, Russia had to abandon a trip 
to the ISS after its spacecraft carrying 3 tons 
of cargo lost control 

And last October, a cargo spacecraft de¬ 
veloped by Orbital Sciences destined for 
the ISS exploded just after the company 
was awarded a $1.9 billion contract with 
NAS Ax. (Orbital Sciences became known as 
ATK after merging with the aerospace arm 
of Alliant Tech systems Inc. m February ) 

Separately, one life was lost last fall- just 
days after the Orbital Sciences incident -- 
when a craft developed by Virgin Galactic 
intended for eventual civilian passengers 
exploded during a flight over California, 
Sunday's Launch from Cape Canaveral m 
Florida was supposed to be the third at¬ 
tempt by SpaceX co recover tiie rocket that 
launches its spacecraft. 

Typically, the expensive rockets that give 
space strips then' initial Lift are discarded 
in co the ocean after takeoff In an attempt to 
recover and reu se those rockets, SpaceXde- 
veioped a floating platform for the ejected 
rocket to land on, 

SpaceX has made two previous attempts 
to land the first stage of its Falcon 9 rocket 
- once in January and again in AxpreL. Both 
attempt s at landing failed. 

The ability to recover launch rockets is ex¬ 
pected to move space travel further toward 
a future m which people, satellites and 
other items can be inexpensively bunched 
into orbit
